His elder brother, Wm. Swettman, now 
trustee of Jackson township, came to 
Hush county in 18 54, and rn 18 61 was 
joined by the pareLt-*, sister, and Mich­ 
ael. 
They were ex cellent people, and 
speedily won the fav orable opinion of 
all. 
The parents dy ing, Michael made 
his home with his aunt, Mrs, 
Ann 
Sweetman, 
until 18 79 , when he was 
married to Miss Celia Londrigan, of 
L aurei, by whom he had one daughter, 
now l l y ears old. 
His wife died in 
18 8 0, and some time afterward he mar­ 
ried Miss Margaret Hopkins, of Rush­ 
v ille, by whom three daughters were 
added to the 
family . 
She and the 
four children surv iv e him. 
Mr. Sweet* 
man was elected a Justice of the Peace 
by the Republicans of Rushv ille town­ 
ship, in 18 8 8 , and discharged the duties 
of the office in a careful aud honorable 
manner. 
By trade he was a shoemaker, 
and has for ten y ears past occupied part 
of Z. E. Mauzy ’s store. 
For twenty 
y ears he has been a zealous and effi­ 
cient 
temperance worker. 
He was 
foremost in the mov ement which led to 
the organization of the Rushv ille Catho­ 
lic Temperance society , and his name 
was the first one signed to the list of 
nearly 
5000 
Gospel 
Temperance 
Leaguers in the Murphy mov ement be­ 
gun here latrt March. 
Michael Sweet­ 
man was a modest, high-minded, true- 
hearted, Christian gentleman. 
He be­ 
liev ed in the brotherhood of man, and 
putting his faith int? practice, quietly 
made his life bright with good works 
and kind deeds. 
Sev ere bodily afflic­ 
tion failed to cloud his naturally sun­ 
shiny disposition, and he was as univ er­ 
sally liked as he was respected. 
At his 
funeral, last Tuesday morning, denom­ 
inational lines were wiped out, and the 
Catholic church was crowded with citi­ 
zens of ev ery class and shade of belief 
represented in our town.

There has been a horror hanging 
ov er me by night and by day , aud I am 
afraid to be alone.”

“ Depart, I uev er knew 
y ou.” 
If J acob’s sons, coming toward 
Egy pt, had lost ev ery thing on the way ; if 
they had expended their last shekel; if 
they bad come up utterly exhausted to the 
corncribs of Egy pt, and it had been found 
that Benjamin was with them, all the 
storehouses would hav e sw’ung open be­ 
fore them. 
And so, though by fatal casualty we may 
be ushered into the eternal world; though 
we may be weak and exhausted by pro­
